Truths Before the Winnipeg | 
Canadian Club 
“Gentlemen, you have been using 


up the natural resources of this coun: | 
try, aud sooner or la‘er you will come 
to the end,” 

This pregnant utterance was given ! 
voice by Dr. J. G. Ruther.or , Caigary, | 
superintendent of agriculture and ani: | 
mol indistry, natural resources de , 
partinent of the C.E.R,, In the course 
of an address delivered recently be- 
fore the Canadian club at Winnipeg. 
Dr, Rutherford, introduced by  ex- 
Mayor T, R. Deacecn, spoke on “The 
Interdependence of the Farm and 
City,” and hit address proved most 
entertaining? and also instructive. 

The speaker went on: “That is 
What las happened to the furmer in 
every country ii. the world that stuck 
to the single crop; he has come to 
the end. And that is what will happen 
to you un you develop along the 
proper lines 

“We Lave, in this great, big, young, 
overgrown metropolis of yours,” said 
Dr. Kutherford, “got the idea that the 
farmer is a side issue, He is not. 
Farming is not une of the minor 
things. If it were not for the farm and 
the farmer we would not have any 
cities, banks, factories, financial insti- 
tutions, no railways—no‘hing. The 
young people do not seem to realize 
it, and ‘quite » lot of the old ones do 
hot. We have in the Canadian wes: 
in particular heen in the habit of con- 
sidering the city of primary import 
ance and agriculture as merely a fac- 
tor in human. life and progress. We 
have not taken time to realize what 
we are doing or to see what we are 
passing’ through. When you get a city 
as large as Winnipeg you begin to 
think you are not dependent on the- 
farmer; but you are just as dependent 
on the farmer in this city, this big, 
solid, substantial city, 48 the mer 
chant who has his little general store 
in the small railway hamlet, All the 
prosperity that has come to the mer- 
thants and professional men and oth 
srs of Winnipeg, has depended and 
will depend on the prosperity of the 
man on the western farm. 

“Why is it that we, as a nation, 
have failed go signally in grasping this 
great truth?” queried Dr. Rutherford. 
“I do not know of any other country 
in the world that hes :aade such a 
mess of things in this regard as Can- 
It has been an old joke 
country about the prairie 
We deligh* to call ourselves 
‘the breadbasket of the empire,’ but 
what are we doing?

| Weed Seeds in Soils To Avoid Fire Risk 


The Importance of Short Rotations 


Good Cultivatio;: 

The presence of weed seeds in soils 
under different systems of culture 
and cropping should be suggestive to 
farmers, An investigation being con- 
ducted py the Seed Branch, Ottawa, 
shows a sod field which had been in 
hay or pasture for gix years to con- 
tain 19,183 weed seeds in a surface 
square yard one inch d2ep, 8,912 in 
the same yolume of soil at a depth 
from two to three inches and 4,309 at} 
a depth five to seven inches. Another 
field which had heen under a good 
system of cultivation and rotation 
contained 4,084 weed seeds in the sur- 
face soll and 3,020 in each, of- the 
other depths. The concentration of 
seeds in the surface Jayer the sod fleld 
may be explained by weeds being al 
lowed to reproduce themselves from 
years to year. Information as to the 
percentage vitality of weed seeds at 
the different depths is not yet com- 
plete, but a large number of the sur 
face seeds in the case of the sod field 
are vital, This investigation indicates 
fie importance of short rotations, | 
good cultivation and preyenticn of | 
weeds going to seed. Other important 
methods of weed control are summer 
ploughing of sod lands followed by 
frequent autumn cultivation to de- 
stroy growing weeds thorough cultiva- | 
tion uring the growing season of | 
hoed crops and after-harvest cultiva- 
tion of cereal crops which have not} 
Leen seeded down. |

Mail Order House Failure

Many of our farmers, especially in the more pro- 
gressive communities in the west, are-begianing to realize 


that their true interests are best served when they support 
their own country town. They have learned to resist the 
temptation of mail order catalogues and to give to give 
their cash business instead to their own local stores 
Not only their own experience, but more especially the 
experience of brother farmers in the United States, has 
taught them that the inevitable outcome of sending their 
cash orders away to mail order houses is the degeneration 
of their own country town, and the decrease in value of 
their own farm property. 

Perhaps to the fact that our farmers are beginning 
to think along these lines, is due to the recent failure of 
the firm of Christie-Grant Company, Limited, Winnipeg, 
a mail order house that leaped like a flame into promin- 
ence for a few brief months. We understand that 222 
creditors attended the general meeting held some little 
while back and even this did not represent the total num- 
ber of creditors, It appears that it is the intention of the 
heaviest creditors, who were in a fair way to loose large 
sums of money over the venture, to continue the business 
until their accounts are paid. The spring catalogue which 
has been mailed out to a very large extent ia expected to 
bring in business that will help to liquidate their losses. 

If farmers are beginning to learn the lesson that 
they must support their country town in order to adyance 
their own best interests, it is of very great importanée that 
retail merchants should take immediate steps to offer to 
farmers a more efficient servicethan the best he has 
hitherto offered. Ifthe country merchant is supported 
by the farmers cash business, as well as his credit business 
there is no reason why he'should not produce a service 
equal to the best that any mail order house can offer, both 
as regards the price and quality of his goods.

Alberta Estray Law 


The Alberta Estray Law prescrioe: 
that the party who takes up an estray 
animal must Inmini®dtdtely notify thc 
brand reader nearest to his place t« 
come out and examine the animal and 
take a copy of the brand, if any, on 
the animal, Then an advertisment 
must be inserted in the nearest local 
paper and algo in the Alberta Gazette, 
and until the law is complied with the 
holder of an astray cannot collect any 
fee for his trouble or feed, Prompt 
action must be taken, the law being 
very strictin this matter, The brand 
readers are entitled to a fee of tw« 
dollars for each animal they examine 
and milage to the amount of 10¢ pea 
mile, notto exceed 80 milés, The cost 
of the advertising and the reading oi 
the brands is a charge against the 
estray animal and must be paid when 
the animal is claimed, ~The party 
holding the animal is responsible for 
all charges until it is sold or redéemed 
by the owner, No charges for feed 
are allowed between the 15th day of 
April and the 15th day of November, 
From November 15 to April 15 a fee 
of 15c per head per day is allowed for 
horses and cattle dating from the day 
on which the notice is mailed to the 
owner of the estray animal or to the 
Alberta Gazette, but not exceeding 
the sum of nine dollars. South of the 
20th township only five cents a day is 
allowed for feed and the total cost is 
limited to three dollars,

‘‘Movies,” for Pericdicals 


Actual Effects of Film Show Coming | 
Soon, Says English Expert 
on Photography 

How about enjoying a moving pic- 
ture show at the breakfast table while 
perusing your favorite periodical? 
The idea is not so far off, according 
to an English authority on -photo- 
graphy in “Process Work.” 

“The idea of making animated pic- | 
tures for the portrayal of current 
events without adding bulk or the an- 
noyance of a mechanical contrivance 
is assured for the periodicals of the 
future,” he says. “The simplicity of 
the idea is one of its most valuable 
features. This motion photograph is 
a-composite picture produced by suc- 
cessive exposures on the same plate. 
Therefore, a half-tone reproduction of 
the photographie print would be of the | 
same nature requiring but one impres- 
sion to secure an animated illustra- 
tion of any scene of action, no matter 
how’ complicated. 

“Animation of the subject is se- 
cured by supplying a printed. screen 
of very thin and transparent paper. 
{The sheet is attached during binding, 
similar to the manner in which tissue 
interleaving for the protection of 
choice engravings is ingerted, ‘This 
screen is glued to the binding margin 
and in the trimmed margin of tho 
book as well, and by allowing the 
screen lines to cover the print rather 
loosely while lying flat the tension

Around the ancient capital of Pol- 
and, Cracow, whith the Russians 
hope to capture, glusters most of the 
glorious memories of that last but 
not forgotten kingdom. 

There for more than four hundred 
years the kings of Poland were 
crowned and buried, and for more 
than three hundred years it was their 
seat of government, There lie buried 
Jan Sobieski, who delivered Vienna 
—and thereby all Europe-—of the 
Turks; Pontatowski, the famous gen- 
eral who became one of Napoleon's 
marshals; Mickiewicz, the poet of 
Poland, and Kosciusko, the patriot 
hero of the Poles. 


The tombs of all four are in the 
Stanislas Cathedral, a beautiful

crowns the Wavel, a rocky hill that 
rises on the edge of the town, There

William ‘Ramsay Translates 
French Chemist's Warning 

Sir William Ramsa, writes to the 
London Times, enclosin.; a translation 
of an article which appears 
in the current numper of the Comptes 
rendus” of the French Academy of 
Science. It is by M. Victor Hleuri, 
a French chemist of the bighest repu- 
tation; M. Urbain is one of the most 
distiiguished scientific men. Tho 
translation is as follows; 

“M. Urban, who > had an oppo 
tunity of exainining a number of Ger 
man shells which have failed to ex- 
plode, informs me that explosive 
shells of 77 calibre and shrapnel shells 
contain mostly a large quantity of 
violet brown powder, smeling strong 
ly of white phosphorus, 97 per cent.
